Dohoney had a chair in tlie yard and 
no cue enjoyed the oocHion more 
than did she, the many present giving 
bar no worry, but upon the contrary 
ifae was deUghled and happ> , eoJo?ing 
the occasion as much as the yonoffwr 
people. 

In the afteroooaalarge number of 
friends dropped in, and beginning 
■boat 2 o'clock the audience was ad- 
draned by Dr. Frank Cheek, of Dan- 
ville, former Attorney General Jas. 
Gftmett, of Louisville, Judge W W. 
Jones Judge II. C. iJaker, Eld Z T. 
WUliamf , all tlie speakMs paying high 
Wtmte to idrs. Dohoney aadthe stocT 
from wiiich she sprung, pioneers who 
blazed tlieir way in this county wlien 
ft was a wlldemem beset with the 
savage Indians.

During tlie day Mrs. Dohoney re- 
osivad many tuutdsome and useful 
piesems.

For instance: A mem- 
ber of the family said to us: "Some- 
times we discuss incidents in tiie fam- 
ily room that occurred forty years 
a>:c. and if it is not bein.T told oor- 
recto. as the relator was giving it 
•mditiooally, Grandma woald say: 
•That is riot right. Slie would then 
take { fie story and tell it as. it oc- 
carred." 

She has passed ihroutjh tliree wars 
in which the United States engaged, 
and at this time ahe is taking tlie 
deepfciv -.'jtyrest in the fourth, the 
greatebt one the world has ever known, 
and we trust that she may be permit- 
ted to live to know that tlie fla;,' of 
her country waves over Berlin and the 
entire world at peace. * 

She was converted early in life and 
joined the Presbi teriau Churclj, and 
is doubtless the oldest member of that 
csUffkNis body in Kentneky.

Before taking their departure they 
met In the oonrt-house and reeetved 
the change from* Judge G. T. Herri 
ford, who gave them wholesome ad- 
vice and when the Junge conclned he 
called for an address from Mr. Barks- 
dale Uamlett, mho delivered a very 
eoconraffing and patriotic speech, 
telling the bo.-.s tliey were starting on 
a great and honorable mission, to 
kill Germans, in order that mankind 
tlirougliour the world raij^ht be at 
peace. He advised them to keep in 
good Cheer, that it wee only a qnes 
tion of time when the allied forces 
would be crowned with victory— .when 
peace would again reign over the 
whole world. Mr. W. A. CofTey fol- 
lowed Mr. Uamlett, and in his usual 
and happy style, made a short and 
splendid talk, the sentiment was 
to stand by the Hag, ever keeping 
fclieir faces to the Coe. He predicted 
tiiat tliere was not a doubt but tiiey 
would make ^ood soldiers, and when 
they reached tiie front, and reports 
came in, the home people would scan 
tliem closely lor the names of Adair 
county boys— tliat not only their im- 
mediate families were interested in 
them, but tlie whole of Adair county. 
Closing, he said: "Good-bye, boys, I 
hope you will be permitted to return 
home and receive tlie plaudits of jour 
county whl<di ia prood of yon."

Tbm people of Goiambia-were made 

to grieve last Thursday morningr when 
a mes^e came, stating that Harlan 
C. Hindsoan was dead. Tha and casoa 

at Blcom field. Nelson coonty, at 7 
o'clock a. m., same day. 

Mr. Hindman had been in the reve- 
nue service for ijuite a number of 
years and was located at Bloomiieid 
when he was taicei. sick. At first his 
affliction was not considered danjrer- 
ous, but in a lew days there was a 
marked change of deeline, and his 
brothers and sister were summoneds 
to his bedside, and also his cousin, Dr. 
R Y. Ilindman. In a few hours after 
Uieir arrival his condition appeared 
more favorable, and ttiey returned 
tiome. Wednesday complications set 
up and he rapidly grew worse until the 
final dissolation. Ilis father and sever- 
al brothers readied the deatli chamber 
befoiehedied His sister, Mrs. Har- 
ris, was also present 

Harlan II irulraan was a son of W. 
A. Hindman and a nephew of the late 
Lieatentant Governor, J. R. Hind- 
man, aud was a youn;^ man of many 
noble traits of ciiaracter, and bis 
friends were numeroos, all of whom 
will be .sorry to learn of his passini;. 
He was born and roared near Mill- 
town, this county, but since reaching 
manhood he l;as beefi employed at 
ditferect points in the State. He was 
in the revenue service ten or twelve 

years and he was very eflteient in bis 

work. 

The remains reached here last Frl 
day at -2 o'clock and were driven to 
the Methodist Ctiurch where 
the funeral was preached to a 
large congregation by Rev. S r. 
Shelly, wlio paid tribute to the life 
aad character of the deceased At 
the close of religious .services the re- 
mains were conveyed to tiie city cem- 
etery and deposited by rhe side of 
his moUier. TUm flowers were beanti- 
ful.

Insjoii. .Te.sus called them to Mm and 
I):itieutly instructed them. 

3. "What needs should happen onto 
liim" (vv. 33, 34).

II. The Ambiticur. Request of Jamss 

and John (vv. ;i.")-45). 
L The request (w. 35-37). 

It was for a place of prominence In 
iiie kingdom. According to Matthew, 
tlieir iiiotlu'r w.ns the intercessor. 
Many motliers have l)een used by chil- 
dren to carry out that which they 
were themselves a.-hamed to do. It 
is very dosirnhle for mothers to get 
places for their chililren near to .Testis. 
l>ut unfortunately many are seeking 
the pinnfldes of the world and for- 
•.'o'.tiiii: the iiearaess to Christ. 
.Jesus' reply (vv. 3S-45). 

(1) To l\ter ami John (vv. 38-40). 

He speaks directly to the men, de- 
claring that they know not what they 
::>;;. The Lord nu.tiy times has to re- 
inove and relmke lis f.tr our blind re- 
ojiests. He showed them that the way 
tu.tliis position of glory was through 
suffering. The cnp which they were 
to drink was all that was embraced In 
the agony on tiie cross. He concedes 
that the jpositions -.vliic!! they craved 
were obtainable, but in a very differ- 
ent way from what they apprehended. 
The way to places in jrlory in the 
Kingdom of Christ is through the path 
of lowly, self-forgetful service. 

(2) To the ten (v. 41-45). 
The ten were displeased with Peter 

.■;i!d .lohn, hut doubtless they were not 
free froui the same sellish ambitions. 
Christ showed them that to ^ve is 
greater than to rec^ve; that to serve 
is greater than to .be served. The 
standard of liis kin;:dom i.s to forget 
sell and serve others, even to give 
one's life. Christ is the siipre::ii' ex- 
ample to be imitated by all who would 
follow him. 

III. Jesus Cures •artlmaeus ot 
Blindness (vv. 40-52). 

Though the weight of the cross was 
upon him, he had time for gracious 
deeds. Blind B&rtimaeus receives his 
.-i'_'lir. 

1. liartimaeus' request- (vv. 46, 47). 
lie cried to Jesus for mercy. Tlie 

fact that be addressed him as the Son 
of David, shows that he recognized 
his Messiahship. Though he was 
blind, his faith enabled him to take 
hoM of JesoB. As soon as he heard 
that Jesus was pas.«ing by he cried to 
him for help. Jesus not only can hear 
our cries, but he can even tell when 
a soul yearns after him, and will re- 
spond to that yearning. 

2. Rebuked by the multitude (v. 48). 

This reliuke provoked a more earn- 
est cry fi-oin Bartiuiaeus. lie be- 
lieved that Jesus could and would help 
him, and knew that It was 'now or 
never with him. The fact that God 
has In-onglit salvation within our reach 
sliould convince us that It Is time for 
us to cry for help. Therefoiie, we 
shoold not alloi^ the opposition of 
men to keep us from Christ. 

3. The blessing granted (vv. 49-52). 
Thons^ Jesus knew his desire, he 

wished him to definitely commit him- 
self. God is pleased when we come to 
him with our definite needs. 

When bis eyes were opened, he saw 
many Interesting things, bat the su- 
preme object was Christ, for he fol- 
lowed him.

Grocers ot the natioa have accepted 
SBthastastically Om 80410 baala for ths 

purcbase of wheat Hour and are doing 
their utmost to explain the new regu- 
lation to the housewife. This ruling by 
the n. S. Food Administration requires 
each purchaser of wheat flour to buy 
one (>ound of cereal substitute, one 
kind or assorted, for every pound of 
wheat flour. It was necessary to re- 
strict the nse ot wheat floor In order 
that the allies and our fighting forces 
abroad might be assured of an ade- 
quate supi)ly of wheat to meet tbeir 
vital needs. This supply most come 
from our savings because we have al- 
ready sent our normal surplus, 
j Wheat saving pledge cards were tor- 
! warde.l liy the Food .Viliniiii.stration to 
all retail food merchanti,, and these 
are being signed and posted In stores 
throughout the country. This card 
states, "We pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out the Food .\dmini.stration pro- 
gram. In accordance with this order 
we will not sell any wheat floar OXCSpt 
where the purchaser buys an cqiul 
weight of one or more of the following, 
a greater use of which to tto hone 
will save wheat : 

"Cornmoiil, corn flour, edible com 
Starch, hominy, corn grits, l>arley flour, 
potato fldur, sweet potato floor, soy 
bean flonr, feterlta floor and ine:^ls. 
rice, rice flour, oatmeal, rolled outs and 
buckwheat flour." 

Some confusion has resulted on the 
part of the consumer in construing 
this "."O-.'O" rulln;; to mean that an 
equal amount in value of substiu:ies 
must be purcliased with wlie:ii ib.ijr. 
This is a mistaken idea. The ruling 
States that the consumer In purchasing 
I flour shall "buy at the same time an 
i equal weight of other cereals." 
I One exception to this ruling Is <'iin- 
! cerning graham tlour and whele win at 
I flour, wliich may be sold at the ratio 
of three pounds to five pounds of 
wheat flour This provision Is made 
because approximately 2." per ce:;i. 
more of tlie wlieat berry Is used in the 
m:mufncture of these floors than atand- 
ard wheat flour. 

Another exception Is that concern- 
inu mixed tlouis containing less than 
50 per cent, of wheat tlour, which may 
be sold without sul)stitutes. Retailers, 
however, are forbidden to sell mixed 
floors containing more than 00 per 
cent, of wheat flopr to any person un- 
less tiie amount of wheat flour substi- 
tutes spld is sufliclent to make the to- 
tal amount of substitutes, including 
those mixed in flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount In wheat flonr in the mixed 
flour. For Instance. If any mixed flour 
Is purchased containing GO per cent 
wheat flour and 40 per cent, substi- 
tutes It Is necessary that an additional 
20 per cent of substitutes be pur- 
diased. This brings It to tbo basts of 
one poi.nd of substitutes for sach 
pound of wheat Hour. 

A special exenipiion may tie granted 
upon application in the case of special- 
ly prepared Infanta' and Invalids' fbod 
containing flour >rhers tlM oacsailty la 
shown. 

Soiue teisunderstanding seems to ex- 
ist on the part of consumers In assum- 
ing that with the purchase of wheat 
flour one must eonflne the additional 
50 per cent, purchase to one of the 
substitutes. This Is not the case. One 
may select from the entire range of 
snbstltotes a soffldent amount of each 
to bring the total weight of all substi- 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. For Instance, If a 
purchase of 24 potmds of wheat, flour 
Is made a range of

Reduced to the basis of army divi- 
sions — 12,000 to a division — there are 
practically eight divlaions in the Held, 
as many Liberty Loan workers In the 
states composing this reserve district 
as there were American soldiers in 
France Just beCoro tte roesnt Mg Ger- 
man drives. 

This army of Liberty Loan workers 
is being directed by a central organi- 
zation comparable to an army's gen- 
eral staff. On two floors of the Rail- 
way Exchange Building, St. Louis, the 
largest office building in the world, 
occupying enough space to accommo- 
date all the business houses of an 
ordinary town, are the -high oommand* 
ers of this army. From this nerve 
center of direction go out the direc- 
tions, the orders, the advice to 363 
counties of the district Eiach smaller 
unit in each state and eooaty has Its 
individual heads and leaders. 

While these messages go and come 
by telephone and telegraph, the cen- 
tral headquarters is launching a veri- 
table avalaadM of i^fntsd matter 
over Its territory. These tons of lit- 
erature, destined to reach the 7,885,- 
600 population in the district, have 
been mailed at the rate of 160,000 
shoots a dar. Mtaeteen hmdred and 
thirty-nine newspapers are reached.

Working directly under central 
headquarters are 6,455 sales directors, 
16 to a county.

A perfect system of checking up on 
all persons able to buy bonds has 
been evolved. V. L. Price, director of 
sales fowes. ean p«t his flnf er imme- 
diately upon weak spots. Baah sales- 
man Is supplied with "pro s pect'* cards. 
These show a man's financial ability 
as regards buying Liberty Bonds. If 
the "prospect" rotnses to tejr a oard 
containing his ratnsal is sent by the 
salesman to the sales director of his 
district. The sales director, in turn, 
foulards the card to Bales Director 
Price.

Mother of 20 Sends Two Sons to Serv- 
ice—Paralyzed Knitter Worka 
for "Unfortunates."

When the grand total of much more 
than 13,000,000.000 of Liberty Bond 
sales is cast up sometime after May 
4 no one bond among theas pto tebl y 
will represent so much sacrifice — so 
much scrimping — so much real 'giv- 
ing UU it hurts" as three 550 bonds 
sold in the St Louis Poor House. 

Those three bonds, to te paid for at 
|1 a week, will represent many little 
luxuries given up — a bag of candy 
here, a pocket knife for whittling there 
— by three old man alone in tte world 
but stin partaars In the great Ameri- 
can nation and ready and willing to do 
their humble "bit" to help bring vic- 
tory bona. 

These men are. John Crane. Joseph 
Walsh and Charles Helmholt, all on 
the shady side of 70 years. They have 
for years bean Ininates of the St 
Louis City faHnsary, tte laiss 
tion topping a hill on Arsenal 
in sight of Potters' Field. 

A dollar protebly looma larger in 
that structure than anywhere else in 
the large city. Bven nickels and dimes 
are treasured there. 

Crane has for a long time been 
sengor at tte In a tt tu tlon and 
|5 every 80 days for his Bervlces. 
When Dr. Charles E. Baur, superin- 
tendent, placarded the reception room 
of the Tnflmiaty with Third Literty 
Loan posteis more In a spirit trf pa- 
triotism than In the expectation of 
making sales — Crane was deeply inter- 
ested. He inquired if cash waa re- 
quired to boy a bond, and when Dr. 
Baur hitarnMd him hia might buy a 
150 one tar tl • araOk te waa awar- 
joyed.* 

"I am an American.'* ha said, "and 
I would lite to help my country. I te 
Ileve i could finish paying for one." 

So Dr. Baur put him down and be is 
going to give 14 every month out of 
his salary of fC. 

Crane told his crony, Helmholt, night 
attendant at the telephone, about it. 
Helmholt gets $6 a month for his serv- 
ices and he very shortly conTlaood 
kteaolf that ha. too, oeaid aOoii to 
buy a bond. He Bijned up lor S ISO 
one on the |l-a-week payment plan. 

Walch outranks his fellows by far in 
the matter, of wages. As tte saztfin of 
ttet ahesrtsss plaeo Pottsts' TiaM 
he receives |10 a month. He Is an In- 
mate of the Infirmary and soon fig- 
ured that he could well afford a $60 
bond It his two |S friends could— and. 
boaldaa, the goremmont aaadad tte 
money. So be, too, bacaSM n tend 
owner at |1 a week. 

Mrs. Clara Kersting, another inmate 
of the institution, is keenly patriotic 
and Is doing her Ohara In helping to 
finance the war for human liberty. 

Although paralyzed on one side, she 
is an expert with the knitting or cro- 
cheting needles. She has crocheted 
yards of fancy laces and knitted nu- 
merous garments. The'knitted articles 
go to the soldiers and sailors and war 
sufferers even more unfortunate 
herself. The Iseee ste ssOs to 
ested visitors. 

She manages to handle her knitting 
needles by sticking one of them into 
the sleeve of her paralysed ana. Ste 
makes up for the handicap of the use- 
less member through the dexterity of 
her useful one. She is saving the 
money from the sale of her articles to 
buy Liberty Bonds. 

Mrs. Bessie Lackey is another pa- 
triotic Inmate of the institution. She 
is now employed in making a patch- 
work "craiy" quilt which she tepes 
to sen in order to buy thrift stamps 
and. perhaps, a Liberty Bond. 

Another woman, mother of 20 chil- 
dren, is one of the busiest knitters in 
the institution. Seventeen of her chil- 
dren are dead. Two oC the three Hving 
are in the national service — one in the 
army and one in the navy. She is 
buying thrift staava and tegea tbteqr 
a b<md. toa « - " 

Mrs. Harry Lao Wjratt of 4 Park- 
land place probably has the most novel 
assignment within the gift of the 
American Red Cross. She has been 
detailed to instmot cissses in fci««**«»»g 
among (te huaatas of tte OMy Ba» 
pitai, City tallnnaiy and taaaao Asy- 

lum. ' 

She declares that the work is being 
taken up eathoalasticaUy by thasa am 
f ortonates. ik the Saaltarlam fho o^ 
cupation of knitting Is said by officers 
of the institution to have had a 
marked soothing effect upon the minds 
of the workers. Tteir first ocmoam 
upon awakening in the morning Is 
about their knitting materials. 

Mrs. Wyatt has a regular visiting 
day at each institution. The St. Louis 
ctepter of the Red Cross suppUes tte 
materials ond tte flnlsted _ 
are sent to men In aaialte-ar 
anfferers.
